DUE PROCESS HEARINGS

The next item to come before the Board was the Due Process Hearing regarding a complaint filed by
Ellie Deschaine vs. The Metal Roof Company, HIC-LO0517, for the property located at 4980 Central
College. The complaint alleged the following violations: 4113.37(b) Building Permits Required;
4115.01 - Inspections Required; 4115.03 - Approvals Required; 4113.13 - Working Without a Permit
Fee. Ms. Deschaine was present to provide testimony concerning her complaint. Mr. Toland, The
Metal Roof Company, was also present.

After being sworn, Ken Bruen presented the complaint and the information provided by the
Inspectors. Ms. Deschaine and Mr. Toland provided testimony and information for the record.

After discussion and questions by the Board, Mr. Neverman made a Finding of Fact that The Metal
Roof Company did fail to acquire the required permits, failed to acquire the required inspections and
failed to obtain the approvals required at the property located at 4980 Central College. Mr. Sintec
seconded.

MOTION CARRIED

Based on the Finding of Fact, Mr. Neverman made a motion to Conclusion of Law that The Metal
Roof Company was GUILTY of violating City of Columbus Building Code Sections 4113.37(b) Building
Permits Required; 4115.01 - Inspections Required; 4115.03 - Approvals Required; at the property located
at 4980 Central College. Mr. Kaylor seconded.

MOTION CARRIED

Mr. Neverman made a motion to table discussion of penalties to the next meeting after the
inspections have been completed. Mr. Sintic seconded.

Mr. Kaylor made a motion to adjourn. Mr. Sintic seconded the motion. Adjourned at 3:25 p.m.
